THE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  re¬ 
port: — 

That  the  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Morrison, 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  did  by 
order  dated  the  thirteenth  day  of  January, 
1933,  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  the  City  Municipality  of  North  Van¬ 
couver  : 

And  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Part  XXIII. 
of  the  “  Municipal  Act,”  did  upon  said  order 
being  made  appoint  a  Commissioner  for  that 
municipality: 

And  that  from  thenceforth  the  affairs  of  the 
said  municipality  have  been  and  are  now  ad¬ 
ministered  by  a  Commissioner: 

And  that  by  section  512  of  the  “  Municipal 
Act  ”  it  is  provided  that  the  Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor  in  Council  may  by  regulations  at  anv  time 
provide  for  the  election  in  any  municipality  for 
which  a  Commissioner  has  been  appointed 
under  said  Part  XXIII.  of  that  Act  of  a  Coun¬ 
cil,  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  and  a 
Board  of  School  Trustees: 

And  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  City  of 
North  Vancouver  Debt  Refunding  Act,”  did  by 
regulations  provide  for  the  submission  to  the 
electors  of  a  referendum  on  the  question  “  Are 
you  in  favour  of  the  powers  and  authority  of 
the  Commissioner  being  continued  for  the  years 
1945  and  1946?  ”: 

And  that  the  result  of  the  submission  to  the 
electors  of  the  referendum  aforesaid  showed  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  negative: 

And  that  it  is  deemed  advisable  in  the  public 
interest  to  provide  for  the  election  of  a  Council 
and  a  Board  of  School  Trustees  in  the  said 
municipality : 

And  to  recommend  that,  pursuant  to  said 
section  512  of  the  “  Municipal  Act,”  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations  be  made  applicable  specially  to 
The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  North  Vancou¬ 
ver,  namely, — 

1.  The  election  of  a  Mayor,  six  Aldermen, 
and  seven  School  Trustees  shall  be  held  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  the  election  of 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  School  Trustees  there¬ 
after  shall  be  as  provided  in  the  “  Municipal 
Elections  Act,”  the  “  Municipal  Act,”  and  the 
“  Public  Schools  Act,”  as  the  case  may  be. 

2.  The  'Commissioner  shall  in  the  month  of 
November,  1944,  appoint  by  by-law  or  by  reso¬ 
lution  : — 

(a.)  The  place  for  holding  the  nomination: 

( b .)  The  Returning  Officer: 

(c.)  The  place  or  places  at  which  polls  will 
be  opened  in  the  municipality,  in  case 
a  poll  is  required: 

(d.)  The  Deputy  Returning  Officer  who  will 
preside  at  the  respective  polling 
places, — 

and  shall  before  the  date  of  nomination  furnish 
the  Returning  Officer  and  each  Deputy  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  with  a  copy  of  the  list  of  voters  and 
otherwise  arrange  for  the  holding  of  the  elec¬ 
tion. 
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3.  The  voters  list  for  the  election  shall  be 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act  ”  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  like  incidents  as  are  voters  lists 
prepared  pursuant  to  said  Act. 

4.  The  qualifications  of  voters  shall  be  those 
applicable  in  city  municipalities  as  set  out  in 
the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act  ”  or  the  “  Public 
Schools  Act,”  as  the  case  may  be. 

5.  The  Commissioner  shall,  as  a  Court  of 
Revision,  sit  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November, 
1944,  and  shall  continue  to  sit,  if  required, 
from  day  to  day,  to  correct  and  revise  the 
voters  list.  Ten  days’  notice  of  the  sitting  of 
the  Court  shall  be  given  by  posting-  and  by 
advertisement  as  required  by  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

6.  Nominations  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
and  School  Trustees  shall  be  held  on  Monday, 
the  eleventh  day  of  December,  1944,  and  the 
polling  (if  any)  on  the  Thursday  following 
from  eight  o’clock  a.m.  to  eight  o’clock  p.m. 

7.  The  provisions  of  section  23  of  the  “  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Elections  Act  ”  shall  not  apply  to  the 
election  provided  for  herein. 

8.  Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  provisions 
of  the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act  ”  shall,  mu- 
tatis  mutandis,  apply  to  the  election  hereby 
authorized,  and  all  proceedings  thereat  and  in 
connection  therewith  shall  be  conducted  as 
neai'ly  as  may  be  as  at  a  municipal  election. 

9.  The  term  of  office  of  the  person  elected 
Mayor  pursuant  hereto  shall  be  the  calendar 
year  1945. 

10.  The  term  of  office  of  the  persons  elected 
as  Aldermen  pursuant  hereto  shall  be  the  cal¬ 
endar  years  1945  and  1946  for  those  three  re¬ 
ceiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  and  the 
calendar  year  1945  for  the  remainder  of  those 
elected.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  the  casting-vote 
to  determine  the  person  or  persons  who  shall 
sit  for  the  longer  term. 

11.  The  term  of  office  of  the  persons  elected 
as  School  Trustees  pursuant  hereto  shall  be 
the  calendar  years  1945  and  1946  for  those 
four  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  and 
the  calendar  year  1945  for  the  remainder  of 
those  elected.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes 
the  Returning  Officer  shall  have  the  casting- 
vote  to  determine  the  person  or  persons  who 
shall  sit  for  the  longer  term. 

12.  The  persons  elected  as  hereinbefore  pro¬ 
vided  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  have  been  elected  pursuant  to  the 
statute  in  that  behalf  and  have  made  the 
declaration  provided  for  in  section  86  of  the 
“Municipal  Elections  Act”  or  section  131  of 
the  “  Public  Schools  Act,”  as  the  case  may  be, 
unless  they  or  any  of  them  die,  resign,  or  be¬ 
come  disqualified. 

13.  The  members  of  the  Council  shall  hold 
their  first  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  1945,  and  thereafter  as  the  Mayor 
or  the  Council  may  appoint. 

14.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  January,  1945,  and  there¬ 
after  as  the  Board  may  appoint.
